tain collection of taxes. Theemployment of 
spies and informers and the policy of paying 
moities if they ever were useful are in his opin- 
ion no longer necessary. He thinks the service 
can be improved by discontinuing such aids, 

The officers now termed detectives shonid be 
continued in the service under the designation 
of Assistant Supervisors. 

The total yearly production of spirits is 
$72 425,353, and there is no reason to believe 
there will be any materia! falling off for the 
coming year. The plan of placing distilleries 
on the basis of a forty-eight hour fermenting 
period for sweet mash has been fully carried 
out, snd its results are highly beneficial and 
advantageous to the Government. 

With regard to tobacco, the report says 
the receipts continue to be satifactory, there 
being an increase of $7,920,000 over the pre- 
ceding year. This imcrease of nearly eight 
nuliions has not been spasmodic, but has been 
a reguiar monthly increase. The present law 
imposes two rates of tax on all manufactured 
tebaceo, one of 16 and the other of 32 cents 
per pound. It seems to have been the inten- 
ten, says the Commissioner, to apply the 
former rate only in exceptional cases, while 
the general rate was to be double the amount, 
but in practice it is found that what was to 
have. been occasional and only excep- 
tional bas come to be too nearly 
the general and prevailing rate on all tobacco 
manuiactured and sold as smoking tobacco, 
while much that is ‘intended and used for 
chewing is sold also under the leseer +cate. 
There is but one remedy for the frauds perpe- 
trated under this head, and that is to make 
the tax on all descriptions of tobacco uni- 
form. Less ty would then exist un- 
der a tax of thirty-two cents per pound than 
under the present rates. There seems to be 
no good reason why there should be two dif- 
ferent rates of taxation on articles of equal 
price and value, simply because one 
is used for smoking the other is 
used for chewing. Why not reverse the rule 
and place the larger tax on smoking tobacco 
and the lesser upon chewing? With a uniform 
tax of 32 cente per pound on all manufactured 
tobacco, the revenue can be collected with 
much greater fidelity tuan at present. Manu- 
facturers would be at liberty to adopt any 
mode of manipulating the raw material, or 
any process of manufacturing it, they deemed 
fit without being questioned by the Goy- 
ernment. There would be less irregularity 
in the practical operations of the tax on all 
classes of consumers, while the receipts to 
the Treasury wou'd be increased by at least 
four anda half millions of dollars, The hon- 
est and larger portion of the tobacco trade 
are in fayor of one rate on all kinds of manu- 
factured tobacco; and, while a portion of the 
trade favor a tex of sixteen cents, a large ma- 
jority are indifferent as to the rate, whether it 
be sixteen or thirty-six cents per pound, pro- 
vided the tax is uniform. 

He recommends, to correct evils, that the 
law be sO amended as to allow no goods en- 
tered for export in bonded warehouses to be 
withdrawn therefrom for consumption upon 
the payment of tax until twelve months from 
the time they were so bonded, The Com-

Where 
are the bell, book and candle?. Is there no 
purgatorial cell for this recreant votary? 
Shall the objurgated and excommunicated 
COURIER-JOURNAL gloat over the down- 
fall of this model sister whose monastic 
virtue was but recently a veto upon any 
more cakes and ale? We humbly cross 
ourselves and wait for the Pope or the 
Ecumenical Council to decide this mo- 
mentous question. 

Reconstructed Germany. 

The reconstruciion of Germany has at 
length become an accomplished fact. 
Bavaria, which heretofore showed the 
greatest reluctance to sacrifice its separate 
existence to the general welfare, hag at 
last consented to add to the sacrifice of_so 
many of its sons for the unification of 
Germany, that of its prized independ- 
ence. This resolution has been brought 
about mainly by the firm attitude of the 
National party of Bavaria, which forced 
the Conservatives and the Catholic party 
into the background. Bavaria will oc- 
cupy in future the same position in recon- 
strueted Germany which Saxony did in 
the North German Confederation. This 
is an immense advance toward the unifica- 
tion of the common country, and every 
friend of liberty will have cause to rejoice 
at it it the victories of the German arms 
be not conyerted by King WILLIA» into 
mere triumphs of monarchism. 

In his devotion to a policy of dynastic 
aggrandizement and in the unscrupulous 
adroitness of his great Minister, we see 
much reason to dread sucha result. On 
the other hand, in all the mutilated na. 
tionalities of Europe we find the spirit of; 
liberty in close alliamce with those 
lopgings of national pmde that lead 
to reunion. It has been so in Italy, 
and appears to be so even to a higher 
degree in Germany. Before the genera} 
uprising of the people against NAPOLEO 
L in 1813, all Germany was governed by 
petty despots who sold their nationality at 
all times to foreign conquerofs whenever 
they could draw any advantages from such 
an act, and so they tell an easy prey to 
the great French conqueror, who, taking 
advantage of their interior dissensions, 
enslaved them one by one. But when, af- 
ter the Russian campaign, the people, 
driven to desperation by the excesses of 
the conquerors, accomplished what its 
monarchs had not been able to do, it 
learned its power, and so wesee this grand 
national movement followed in 1818, 
1830 and 1848 by great inward struggles 
for liberty, which, although only partly 
successful and often followed by a strong 
reaction, kept pushing the nation forward 
to that great goal ef all levers of liberty, 
the rational self-government of the peo- 
ple. What gave, on those occasions, only 
partial success to those movements, was 
the fact that they were managed by spirits 
who were far ahead of the genera] masses 
that were, as yet, unfit for self-government. 
But, strange to say, 4 measure whith 
seemed calculated to stifle every sentiment 
of liberty in a people, the transformation 
of the entire male population of Prusgia 
into an army, has spread a feeling of con- 
scious power among the people, however 
little their rulers may have intended it, 
The general conscription and _ the 
Landwehr system have taught the 
masses their strength, which they can use\in 
case of need, not only against outward foes, 
but also against their own tyrants. We 
will not say that the present advancement 
of the lower classes in Germany is solely 
due to her military organization; for an- 
other great promoter of the same was 
the compulsory education. But tlie 
popular military system, which, . 
it were, abolishes regular armies and cre- 
ates an armed people, must ss pie 
have been promotive of a feeling of indj- 
vidual independence, while it was the 
cause of great national strength. The 
same wave which throws it sands on the 
shore builds with them an insurmount- 
able bulwark against which it will beat 
in vain.

A Matter of Domestic Economy. 

Mr. Greexey is mistaken when he says 
we are unfriendly to the blacks as a class. 
That we certainly are not. We are un- 
friendly to no portion of the population; 
but, on the contrary, the condition of the 
colored people has excited and does con- 
tinue to excite within us the most genuine 
commiseration. They have been sadly 
dealt with by fortune. That which may 
have been designed for their good was 
turned by corruption into an evil, and 
‘those to whom they had the best 
right to look tor counsel and help have 
been, by circumstance, excluded trom their 
confidence. 

It isour opinion that the politicians ot 
the South made a mistake when they failed 


to meet the sweeping proposals of the 


Radicals with some equally definite plan 
of adjustment better suited to the peculiar 
character of the negroes and to the exist- 
ing situation ot affairs in the ex-slavehold- 
ing States. The policy of pure negation 
was bound to, be a failure; and, as we had 
no lot nor parcel in it, and counseled other- 
wise, we are free to speak of it as it was. 
We have not done so yauntingly. At no 
time bave we had, least of all at this time 
have we, any crotchet or kebby to mount 
and ride before the country; and especially 
are we uninspired by partisan feeling, 
which might be disposed to triumph in the 
realization rather of our prognostications 
than our forebodings. We have combated 
the prejudices of our political comrades in 
no factious or ambitious spint, but have 
regarded the negro question from the first 
as @ most serious domestic question. Its 
settlement has, in our mind, involved the 
peace and happiness of society at the 
South. We refused to go with either ex- 
treme because we consider both ill judg- 
ing, and, in a measure, insincere, thor- 
oughly wrong in temper and in tendency. 
Denunciations ceased long ago to annoy 
and did never staggerus. After all that 
bas been said for and against the negro, 
he remainsa poor, an ignorant, a degraded, 
a docile, a kind-hearted, and indolent 
human being, capable ot elevation and 
worthy of help. 

In what form that help should be ex- 
tended, and how far it can be successfully 
carried, invite discussion and experiment. 
We think the state to which mistreatment 
bas consigned the entire black popula- 
tion calls tor extraordmary appliances. 
We do not believe that ordinary appli- 
ances will answer the purpose; and, as 
this embraces an unequivocal proposition 
to-do something, we have not expected it 
to be accepted without debate. Indeed, 
the discussion it has called torth has been 
suggestive, and has at least added some- 
thing to the slender stock of information 
had in the North about the real condition 
of society in the South. 

But, whilst we are being Charged with 
theorizing, we insist on being credited with 
an honest desire to improve the condition 
and relations both of the whites and 
blacks. Time, which is a faithful exhibi- 
tor, will doubtless show whether we have 
any very deep design or hostile purpose 
toward either class, as he will surely show 
how tar our views are practical or th2o- 
retical, 


A Legal Hardship. 

A case was recently decided by the High 
Court of Errors and Appeals of New York 
which forcibly illustrates the hardships 
that result from the application of the 
maxim that “ignorance of law excuses no 
one.” The plaintiff in error, while a minor, 
had served a term in the State prison, had 
never been pardoned, and aiterwards vo- 
ted. This was in violation of a law passed 
in 1847 disfranchising persons conyicted of 
afelony. He was indicted in the court be- 
low, found guilty and appealed: The 
High Court held that it is unnecessary to 
charge in the indictment that the prisoner 
“knowingly, etc.,” voted. It is enough to 
charge that he “unlawfully” voted. The 
young man (HAMILTON by name) offered 
to prove that he had applied to the Gov- 
ernor for pardon, and received a letter 
from him stating that,as he was a minor 
at the time the offense was committed, 
there was no need of a pardon to enable 
him to yote. He also proved that he had 
consulted two respectable attorneys of the 
Supreme Court who gave him the same 
opinion. This, of course, showed no 
guilty intent.on the part of the aceused, 
but, nevertheless, this evidence was ex- 
cluded, and he was adjudged guilty. It 
really seems that when a man goes to the 
very ministers and executors of the law 
themselves for light, and is misled, and 
shows no guilty intent, he ought to be ex- 
cused. Butso it is. “Ignorance of facts 
excuses, ignorance of law does not.” And 
yet in this case it seems the law was harder 
to learn than the facts.

THE KING AND \ND THE C COUNT. 


Daily Lite . William and Bismarck 
Versa itfes. 

Some eo see particulars about the 
daily life of the King and Count Bismarck at 
Versaiiles are given iu a letter from tbat 
town, which says: 

The King of Prussia has taken the Prefec- 
ture for his residence. Generally on Thurs- 
days and Saturdays the Kisg goes out hunt- 
ig, taking bis Gepariure in ap open carriage 
with four borees, preceded by a platoon of 
dragoons gallopmg 200 metres iu advance as 
eeouts. In the evening the game which ha: 
heen killed is distributed among the troops 
of the Guaid, with the exception of what is 
reserved for the King’s table. Many of 
the soldiers sell what comes to 
their share, so that we are well 
supplied with hares and venison, Meat aod 
butter are both at an exorbitant price; poul- | 
try is abundapt, avd tbe consumption muca 
larger than that of butchers’ meat, which is 
olten obtained by requisition for the army, 
and seiged at the butchers’ shops. Count 
Bismerck resides at the Impasse Montbeau- 
ron. I have only oece seen him—in the ~ 
on an occasion when the band was pla 
He never ebandons bis cuirrassier’s uniform, 
except when be is in his workiog-room, in- 
stalled in the office of the Secretary General 
of the Prefecture. From 5 a. m. alight, 
which may be seen from a long distance, in- 
Cicates that the Minister is at work; it is also 
about this time that shadows may be seen 
glidivg along the walls, and ringing the bell 
discreetly, after a fashion peculiar to the Min- 
ister’s hotel.
